RESPONSE TO AN ELECTION/RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In an Election/Restriction Requirement dated June 26, 2003, the Examiner required 
election under 35 U.S.C. § 121 between Group I (claims 1-6, 9 and 10) or Group II (claims 12- 
13). The Election/Restriction Requirement further states that claims 7, 8 and 1 1 will be 
examined with the elected invention. The Election/Restriction Requirement states that Group I 
includes claims 1-6, 9 and 10, drawn to an optical disc recording method. It is Applicant's 
understanding that the Requirement's indication that claims 4-6 and 10 are drawn to an optical 
disc recording method is a typographical error because the preamble of each of claims 4-6 and 10 
recites an "optical disc recording apparatus." Since all claims 1-6, 9 and 10 are drawn to optical 
disc recording . Applicant assumes that claims 1-6, 9 and 10 belong to a same claim group as 
indicated by the Requirement despite of the typographical error. If Applicant's understanding 
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and assumption are inaccurate, Applicant respectfully requests clarification on this matter in the 
next communication. 

Applicant hereby elects Group I (claims 1-6, 9 and 10) for examination along with claims 
7, 8 and 11.
